H ou GH ſome of the Expreſſions

nicated to St. Fohn, yet there can be no doubt 
of the general, and comfortable Truth which 
it delivers to Chriſtians of all Ages, and un- 


der all Circumſtances of the Church. In this 
general Acceptation I propoſe to conſider the

Bur, before I come to ſpeak of this Bleſ- 
ſedneſs, it will be neceſſary for me to explain 
what is to be underſtood by dying in the Lord, 
fince it is of ſuch only, who thus die, con- 
cerning whom this Bleſſedneſs is pronounced. 
Death was threaten d immediately after the 
Creation of Man as a Puniſhment in Caſe of 
Diſobedience to the divine Command con- 
cerning the Tree of Knowledge, then laid 

upon him, and to deter him from it. « In 
< the day that thou eateſt thereof thou ſhalt 
« die.” Said Gop to Adam. Gen. 2. 17. And 
e the Wages of Sin,” ſays the Apoſtle, « is 
« Death.” Rom. 6. 23. And therefore, in 
itſelf conſidered, Death can be no Blefling, 
On the contrary it is a Puniſhment, 'a Sen- 
tence of Condemnation executed upon Of- 
fenders againſt the divine Law, or rather it 
is an Executioner delivering them over fur- 


ther to a State of unknown future Sufferings. 


For while the Creatures of Gop, made ori- 
ginally good, and perfect in their Kind by 
him, continue in that finful, and corrupt 
State into which Adam's Tranſgreſſion had 

brought 


brought them, it cannot be conceived, that 
they ſhould, from any thing in themſelves, 
— to be Objects of his. Diflike, who is of 
purer Eyes than to look upon Iniquity - It is 
this Conſideration that makes Death moſt 
formidable, that conſtitutes him the King of 
Terrors, not as he puts an End to the Sin- 
ner's preſent State, but as he delivers him 
over to another with Guilt upon him. In this 
view therefore Death is terrible indeed, ſince, 
tho' it may give reſt from ſome preſent La- 
| bour, and Sufferings, it alſo gives a Begin- 
ning to new, and more heavy ones; and 
tho their Works do follow them who die 
thus in a natural State, yet they follow them 
not to their Profit, but to their Condemna- 
tion, and Ruin. For in a natural State Man 
is corrupt in all that he does, and there is 
none good, no, not one. The Depravity is 
univerſal, It taints the whole Species, and 
every Act of every individual belonging to it. 
And therefore in this State, I ay that Death 
is terrible indeed, being no other than the 
Executioner of Go 0's Difpleaſure againſt a 
corrupt, _ rebellious Race of pellets 5
